“PRINCIPLES ? 


Eating frogs is not the sole 
occupation .of the French! 
France has produced some of 
the greatest’ statesmen and 
peacemakers of the century. 
She devotes much of her time 
to making practical suggestions 
for the improvement of interna- 
tional relations and means of 
strengthening the League of 
Nations: Her differing ideas on 
the subject-‘of armaments re- 
duction and control are not the 
fruit of ignorance but differing 
mentality. Italians do not spend 
all their time marching in fours 
behind Mussolini with occasional 
halts to eat spaghetti and ice- 
cream. Germany, who was 
robbed of. all her large arms 
by the Treaty of Versailles, 
which created. the Covenant of 


the League; -spends-most-of-her, 


time—not drinking lager—in 
striving. to regain that equality 
with other nations which is hers 
by right and treaty. Similar 
international interests are evid- 
ent: in. those central European 
countries’ which are usually as- 
sociated with dancing and em- 
broidered cloth. A German visi- 
tor to England is supposed to 
have been greatly surprised at 
the scarcity of bull-dogs, having 
been. brought up on.the idea that 
every Englishmen kept one as 
a pet in case of attack. Is it 
not time we forgot all these an- 
cient ideas? Each nation of the 
world has what it . terms | its 
principles,. These conflict badly 
at international conferences. 
Are not some countries. in dan- 
ger of confusing principles with 
prejudices? Ideas, like women’s 
hats, go out of fashion, but un- 
fortunately not so rapidly. Those 
old ideas and associations quoted 
above, still linger, together with 
the wartime. stories prevalent 
seventeen years ago. It is for 
us, in this decade, to set a new 
Hitlerism in German 
*- perhaps not understandable to
